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REGISTRATION. 


On another page we publish by request of the 
Council a list of 100 names of members who, having 
failed to reply to letters from the Secretary, are taken 
to be no longer engaged in practice. A registered 
letter will be sent to the address on the Register of 
each of these men and failure to reply will be followed 
by removal of the name from the list of members. 
Since 1881 the official Register is evidence in a court 
of law of status, and the absence of a name indicative 
that its owner is no longer a M.R.C.V.S. 

We strongly advise any person finding his name in 
the list on page 391, to write at once to the Secre- 
tary, 10 Red Lion Square, and so save the trouble 
and cost which are inevitable if once the name be re- 
moved from the Register. 


Tue Councin MEETING. 


The last quarterly meeting of Council, a condensed 
report of which appears in this number, was a long 
and lively one. Some of the subjects discussed are 
worth notice :— 

Marking by Examiners.—This subject has been de- 
bated now for three or four years, and to some minds 
isstilla mystery. To try and simplify the bye-laws 
the following interpretation was issued—‘‘ The full 
number of marks obtainable in each subject is 100, 
for the written division 50, and for the oral division 
50. In order that a student may pass his combined 
written and oral marks must be not less than 45.” | 
One would fancy that no adult could fail to under- 





stand this, but some do. Others think it is a very 
wrong method and suggest two evils (a) that the oral 
and written divisions are thus made of equal value as | 
atest, whereas they are not so; (>) that a man may | 
pass whose marks are so disproportionate as to be 44 | 
in the written and 1 in the oral. This last is a 
theoretical objection not likely to arise more than 
once ina century.

be fixed was a small matter. The real point was the dis- 
covery that by the determined action of the Royal Veteri- 
nary College to have a Summer Session, confusion and 
discord have been introduced into other schools and into 
the business of the Council. Until this tine the Council 
has been permitted to fix the date of its own examina- 
tions. Now the date is fixed by the Camden Town School 
and the Council was told that the adoption of a date 
desired by some of the Scotch schovls would provoke 
a conflict between the Royal Veterinary College and the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. This is a nice 
state of affairs to have arisen as the result of the imposi- 
tion of a Summer Session, and will probably make the 
profession open its eyes to dangers which have been for 
some time not very obscure. 

The Edweational Certificates. On this subject the Coun- 
cil performed its favourite manceuvre —cntradicted a de- 
cision of the previous meeting. They went a little 
further than usual and called the decision of a larger 
meeting “a violation of the Bye-laws.” The explanation 
is, as Mr. Barrett pointed out, that Professor McFadyean 
got confused between the Examination authorised by the 
General Medical Council and the Certificates accepted in 
lieu of it. The Veterinary Council has no examination 
and no rules for one. It publishes a list of the certificates 
accepted and trusts to the knowledge and honour of the 
educational bodies granting them. The Council—the 14 
members left—by a majority of 2 accepted Professor 
McFadyean’s error and so stultified themselves once more. 
This performance is becoming tiresome.

Tue Report or ‘ Tue Princrpar.”’ 


With a good man doing his best under difficulties 
we can all sympathise, and for Major Tennant striving 
his utmost to fill the veterinary position into which 
he has been pushed by the Board we are truly sorry. 

The report commences by the apologetic statement 
that it is written ‘‘in accordance with instructions ”’ 
and proceeds to enumerate the varied character of 
the duties to which it refers. Tney are in order as 
follows—regulations as to transit of animals by sea— 
the carrying out of the Animals Diseases Act—the 
administration of the Weighing of Cattle Act. To 
the first subject three pages are devoted, to the last 
only two pages. The intermediate subject, so quietly 
sandwiched between them, occupies 13 pages. It is 
probably no detraction from the importance of the 
first and last placed subjects to say that they really 
occupy the officials of the Board as many hours per 
year as the other one does months, and that they cost 
one shilling for every hundred pounds spent on 
duties connected with diseased animals. 

The enumeration of the varied duties of the Prin- 
cipal of the Animals Division we might have accepted 
as a little joke but for the ominous first sentence 
confessing that the report is written ‘in accordance 
with instructions.” The truth no doubt is that the 


‘ instructions more than hinted that diseases of animals 


were to be minimised and every other little matter 
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given as much prominence as possible, so as to dis- 
tract attention from the fact that practically the 
‘¢ Animals Division’’ is merely a Veterinary Depart- 
ment run by amateurs, and that the title is a mis- 
nomer to cover a job. 

Passing over the paragraphs referring to the tran- 
sit of animals, which are of little interest, we come to 
the Major’s remarks on what has been done in con- 
nection with diseases of animals. They commence 
with this sentence ‘‘ The duties imposed on the Board 
in connection with the contagious and infectious 
diseases of animals (apart from their scientific and 
professional aspect, which is dealt with in the report 
of the chief veterinary officer) have engrossed much 
of the attention of the executive staff of the Animals 
Division.” 

This sentence might have been written by the 
Board’s Secretary, for it exactly represents that 
official’s notion that ‘the scientific and profess- 
ional’ duties of the Board cease when disease has 
been diagnosed, and that all other duties of suppres- 
sion, enquiry or instruction may be safely carried out 
by untrained officers. After this suggestive commence- 
ment a comparison is made of the work done in 
years past by Local Authorities and by the Central 
Authority—the former are said to have more or less 
satisfactorily checked disease, and the latter are credi- 
ted with its ‘‘ complete extirpation.” This statement 

is founded on what facts ?—the fact that the Board 
stamped out the remnant of pleuro-pneumonia left by 


Local Authorities; the fact that the Board have | 


allowed swine-fever to increase, whereas Local 
Authorities with only half the power and a tenth of 
the cost made it decrease ; the fact that cattle-plague 
and foot-and-mouth disease were exterminated by 
local action ; and the fact that all that has been done 
with glanders has been done by Local Authorities. 
Naturally the next step of the report is to argue in 
favour of centralization. The argument is a very 
weak one, and is vitiated by the fact that decentrali- 
sation has not had a fair trial. Local Authorities 
have been given insufficient power to act with certainty 
and have had no assistance from the Central at the 
very points where it was essential. A tardy acknow- 
ledgement that the help of the local authorities is 
indispensible is made, but how can Major Tennant 
expect Local Authorities to assist in work for which 
all the credit is taken by the Central Office? How 
can Local Authorities be expected to accept responsi- 
bility when authority is denied them. We are told 
that ‘the actual administration carried out by the 
Board must always be of a limited character.” The 
italics are ours and we venture to suggest that the 
word should have been “local.’’ The work is of 
course all local except the diagnosis made in London 
—an exception that accounts for a good deal of the 
scandalous delay that now permits swine-fever to 
exceed the limits ever reached when local authorities 
did the work. Decentralisation is as sound when ap- 
plied to the suppression of disease in animals, as when 
applied to any other social or political action. The 
only value of a central office is to direct and generalise 
—to supervise all, and to stimulate the laggards. 
We need not waste time by any notice of what the 


pleuro-pneumonia, or with the three isolated ont.

When we come to that portion of the report dealing 


: with swine-fever we note a curious difference, in the 


Major’s reference to the procedure adopted, from that 
in the Chief Veterinary Officer’s Report. Mr. Cope 
very properly pointed out that pleuro-pneumonia and 
swine-fever were diseases totally different in their 
methods of spread and very different in the con- 
stancy of their post-mortem lesions. He drew the 
logical inference that measures for stamping-out must 
differ very much for each disease if any hope of 
success were to be entertained. Mr. Cope is supposed 
to be a veterinary adviser of the Board. 

Now what does Major Tennant say—-‘ In dealing 
with this disease (swine-fever) the Board have 
adopted much the same procedure as that which had 
proved successful when dealing with pleuro-pneu- 
monia.’’ This is just where the Board made its 
initial mistake. Under the direction of Professor 
Brown it attacked pleuro-pneumenia with well con- 
sidered and scientifically approved measures. Under 
the principalship of Major Tennant it made a rush at 
swine-fever with a light-hearted faith that another 
victory was about to be scored. Now that failure 
most pronounced has attended their efforts we 
should strongly advise the Board to hand over the 
veterinary direction of affairs to their veterinary 
officers, who are able to differentiate betwe®f one 
| disease and another, and who alone are capable of 
advising executive officers and Local Authorities what 
to do when diseases of animals prevail. ‘ The duties 
of an administrative character”? says this report, 
“ where veterinary knowledge is not required, have been 
carried out by a staff of eight district inspectors and 
87 assistant inspectors, who, with the assistance and 
advice of local veterinary surgeons have dealt with out- 
breaks after the suspected existence of disease has 
been determined by the veterinary officers of the 
Board.” The italics are again ours. What duties 
are there, where no veterinary knowledge is required, 
that could not be performed by a policeman or a Te 
tired postman for 30s. a week? Why pay retired 
soldiers and sailors £300 a year? We recognise the 
wisdom of ‘the assistance and advice of local veter- 
inary surgeons” but why have a fifth wheel 0 the 
coach?

Post Mortem. The head was removed and we for- 
warded it to Professor McFadyean who kindly ex- 
amined it and informs me it appears to have been a 
case of malignant cedema, a mixture of organisms 
being present in the edematous fluid of the swollen 
parts. The tongue had become comparatively normal, 
but the textures of the cheek on the right side were 
infiltrated with blood. He says it was certainly not 
a case of anthrax, no bacteria being recognisable in 
the blood ; but imagines the starting point must have 
been a small wound of the tongue or cheek by 
which organisms penetrated into the tissues. The 
other organs appeared healthy.

On the motion of Mr. Trigger, a letter was ordered 
to be written to Prof. Dewar regretting the injury he had 
received in the railway accideut, and expressing the hope 
that he would be soon again with the Council. 


CoRRESPONDENCE. 


The SrEcRETARY stated that he had received letters 
from the North of Scotland V.M.S., the Yorkshire 
V.M.S., and the Royal Counties V.M.A. regretting their 
inability to assist the College in the matter of subscrip- 
tions for the Institute of Preventive Medicine. He also 
stated that he had received communications from Mdme. 
Louis Pasteur and her family expressing to the Council 
their very warm thanks for the sympathy shown them in 
their bereavement.

ciation :—“ That the meeting requests the Council of the 
R.C.V.S. to exert their influence with the President of 
the Board of Agriculture to obtain the exemption of 
Veterinary Surgeons from serving upon juries, and also 
that steps be taken for the revision of the scale of fees 
which are now paid to veterinary surgeons when 
giving evidence in criminal cases, so that they may 
be placed on a similar footing to solicitors and medical 
men.” 

Mr. TRIGGER said he thought it would require an Act 
of Parliament to exempt members from serving on juries, 
and the Board of Agriculture had no power in the matter, 
He proposed that a letter should be written to that 
effect. He thought the best course would be to appeal 
to the various Parliamentary candidates rather than to the 
Council. 

The proposition was seconded by Mr. Lawson, and 
agreed to.

sult in their making a suggestion to the Council that a 
small percentage only should be allowed for the written 
and something like 75 per cent. for the oral. 

Mr. Locke asked whether the committee had the right 
to issue the instructions to the examiners without the 
permission of the Council. 

Mr. Mutvey said it had not, and neither had it done 
so. The report stated “ That the committee recommen- 
ded the Council.” A letter was received from Mr. Bloye 
by the Council, and it was referred to the Examination 
Committee, and in reply the following letter was sent to 
Mr, Bloye, “ That the full number of marks obtainable 
in each subject is 100, 50 for the written part, and 50 
for the oral part. In order that a student may pass his 
combined written and oral, marks must not be less 
than 45, in second class honours not less than 60, in 
first class honours not less than 75.” 

Mr. WraaeG said the examiners were under the im- 
pression from the President of the College that each 
student must obtain the minimum number of marks in 
his written as well as in his oral. He, Mr. Wragg, main- 
tained that the student was to get 45 in the aggregate 
otherwise it might be that a student obtained 50 in his 
oral and only 5 or 10 in his written, and then would be 
plucked. 

Mr. Muuvey: It was never the intention of the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Locke said he was present at the examination, and 
the examiners then had to alter the marks on the writ- 
ten examination so as to be equal with the marks in the 
oral. 

Professor McCatu said that had not been the practice 
in Scotland, an aggregate of 45 had passed a student. 

The PrestpEntT said he was asked by the examiners to 
give a positive order as to the marking arising out of the 
instructions received by them. That order be distinctly 
refused to give to any section of the examiners. He 
placed his own interpretation upon it, and he left them 
to place their interpretation upon it. The effect of the 
recommendation of the Examination Committee was, 
that it was not necessary for a man to obtain high marks 
in the oral, although he might obtain 45 in the written. 
If he obtained 45 marks in the written and absolutely 
pone whatever in the oral that man could pass according 
to the regulations.

Report oF THE Court or EXAMINERs.. 


The Secretary read the Report of the Court of 
Examiners for the London Examinations held on Decem- 
ber 11th which stated that 48 candidates presented them- 
selves for their final examination, of whom 33 passed and 
15 were rejected. There were 27 students who presented 
themselves for the second examination, of whom 13 
passed and 14 were rejected. For the first examination 
there were 12 students, of whom 5 passed, and 7 were 
rejected. He also read the Report of the Board of 
Examiners in Scotland which stated that 51 candidates 
presented themselves for the final examination, of whom 
32 passed, and 19 were rejected. For the second exami- 
nation 73 students presented themselves, of whom 42 
passed, and 31 were rejected. For the first examination, 
32 students presented themselves for examination, 13 
passed and 19 were rejected. 

On the motion of Mr. Trigger seconded by Mr. Dollar, 
the whole of the correspodence from the Secretary and 
from the Examiners was referred to the Examination 
Committee for consideration and to report to the 
Council. 

The Secretary read the Report of the Fellowship 
Examiners which stated that 4 candidates entered for 
the examination held on December 10th, one uf whom 
was prevented from atvending through ill-health. The 
two following gentlemen passed the necessary tests and 
were admitted to the degree: Mr. C. B. M. Harris, Mr, 
T.C. Garry. The Report was adopted. 

JUBILEE MEemorIAL CoMMITTEE, 


Mr. Triacer read the Report of the Jubilee Memorial 
Committee which recommended that the Jubilee tablet 
be placed in the Council Chamber opposite the Chair, 
and that expert advice be taken as to the material of 
which it should be made, and that the date for closing the 
fund be extended to 3lst March. Also that the Bursary 
Fund be added to the Memorial. He gave notice that at 
the next meeting of the Council he would move, “ That 
the Bursary Fund now accumulating and amounting to 
about £300 shall be combined with the Jubilee Memorial 
Fund for the purpose of increasing the value of the 
Jubilee Memorial Scholarship.” He also moved the 
adoption of the Report. 

Mr. Lawson seconded the motion. 

Mr. Huntine@ said he thought the worst place in the 
whole building to put the tablet was over the mantel- 
piece in the Board Room, and he proposed that it should 
be placed in the vestibule just on the right hand side of 
the front door.

Hunting, Mr. Kidd, and himself were appointed to wait 
upon the President of the Board of Agriculture, and to 
make certain representations to him to the effect that the 
Veterinary Department should be restored, that it should 
be under the direction of a veterinary surgeon, and that 
the professional staff should be strengthened.

Dates OF PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATIONS. 

Prof. McCatu moved “that the examinations in Scot- 
land commence on Monday, March 16th,” which would 
allow of the 30 weeks course required by the bye-laws. 

Professor McFapyran pointed out that that date 
would be too early a date for London. It would not 
allow of 10 weeks tuitioao since the last examination, and 
therefore certain students might not be eligible. He 
suggested that Professor McCall should take the follow- 
ing week. 

Professor McCatu said it would be quite the same to 
him, and he would therefore propose Monday, the 23rd. 
He would move “ That the written examinations take 
place both in London and Scotland on March 23rd, and 
that the oral examination commence in London on March 
25th. 

Prof. McFapYEan seconded the resolution. 

Prof. W. O. WitutaMs said he did not desire to oppose 
the resolution, but he would point out that if the exam- 
inations were held at the end of April the students who 
joined the College at the beginning of October would be 
all eligiblefor examination. If an examination was held 
at the end of March it would do for all the students who 
had been rejected or failed to go up at Christmas, but 
would not be late enough for those who joined in October, 
and therefore the men who joined in October would have to 
wait until the July examination before they would be eligi- 
ble. If the examinations were held at the end of April the 
whole of the students in Great Britain would be able to 
obtain certificates that they had attended for the whole 
30 weeks, 

Prof. McFapygan said that counting the 30 weeks 
from October 15th the examinations could not be held 
until the 15th May. 

Prof. W. O. WiLLIaMs proposed as an amendment, 
that the examinations should be held so soon as the 30 


Seeeeens year into three equal terms of ten weeks 
each. 

Mr. Hunttne said that it was extremely awkward’for 
the Royal College, when there were little differences be- 
tween two outside bodies, to be squeezed between two 
great schools. The College would be placed in the posi- 
tions of having driblets of students sent up at several 
times for examination. The result would be, if that 
were allowed, that the College would soon be bankrupt, 
and all through one school insisting on dividing their 
session into three terms of ten weeks each. It wasa 
remarkable thing that nearly the whole of the profession 
were dead against the arrangements upon which only the 
Camden Town school would insist. 

Prof. W. O. WitutaMs said that it was extremely hard 
on students joining in October if the examination was 
gving to take place in March because it would entail the 
students attending at the College for 40 weeks instead of 
30 weeks, which was the time required by the R.C.V.S. 
He should stand by his amendment that the examina- 
tions be held as soon as the 30 weeks had expired from 
the beginning of October. 

Prof. Epcar said it was only fair that the Council 
should be informed as to the average number of students 
which would be presented for examination in March or 
in the middle of May, because if an examination was to 
be held in March for 15 students, and another examina- 
tion in May for 150 students, it was perfectly clear that 
there would be less hardships inflicted on 15 men than 
on 150. 

Prof. McCatt said he had never been in favour of a 
summer session, but he could see perfectly plainly that 
if the Council was going to grant the London Veterinary 
College the power of examining students in July, the 
Colleges of Scotland would have to adopt a summer ses- 
sion, A summer session had been tried in Scotland, but 
it liad proved a failure, and he did not think any facili- 
ties should be given to the London College as regarded 
an examination in July. 

Mr. Dotuar said that according to the bye-law, pro- 
vided 18 students presented themselves, they were bound 
to holdan examination. 

Prof. PeNsBertay said that he could see no objec- 
tion to there being examinations both in March and 
July. 

Prof. McFapyEawn said that Professor McCall had ad- 
mitted that it would be an advantage to the student to 
be able to be examined in July if he chose, and surely 
the student ought to be considered.

Prof. Epoaar said that in view of important informa- 
tion recently having come into his possession he desired 
to withdraw his motion for the appointment of a com- 
mittee, and would give notice to propose, as an amend- 
ment to bye-law 52, the following : “ Students who enter 
the veterinary schools shall, prior to their first profes 
sional examination by the R.C.V.S. produce a certificate 
entitling the holder to be registered as a medical 
student.”

Mulvey, leave was given to Prof. Edgar to withdraw his 
original motion. 


Morion By PRoressor McCatt. 


Prof. McCaut moved the following motion, “ That the 
educational examination of veterinary students shall not 
be conducted within a veterinary college, but within the 
premises of institutions granting such certificates.” He 
said that in Scotland the educatioual examination of 
the students was conducted in the different buildings of 
the institutions who grant the certificates, and no 
students were examiued in the veterinary colleges. He 
thought that the students of the London schools should 
not have any advantage over the Scotch schools in being 
examined within their own colleges. He thought that 
not only might the students have an advantage by having 
the examination conducted in their own cullege but 
possibly the college also had an advantage. 

Prof. W. O. WiLLIaAMs seconded the motiun. 

Prof. McFapykan said that there were a number of 
reasons why the Council should not pass the resolution 
moved by Prvufessor McCall. The first and most im- 
portant one was that they had no power to enforce it 
Supp»sing the body that at present examined the 
students at the London Veterinary College chose to con- 
tinue—as he was sure they would—a branch examination 
there, how would the Council find out that the certifi- 
cates were granted after an examination in the Royal 
Veterinary College! ‘The certificate granted under those 
circumstances was no different from the certficate granted 
to a student passing at any other centre, and it did not 





| 








bear on the face of it where the examination was con- 
ducted. There was only one thing that could have justi- 
fied Professor McCall in moviug his resolution, and that 
would have been that he had in his possession informa- 
tion to show that the Royal Veterinary College had 
abused its position in coming to an arrangement with the 
College of Preceptors under which a branch examination 
was held in the Londou Veterinary College. The mere 
fact that such a resolution was brought forward was an 
insinuation in that direction, and in the presence of 
Professor McCall he absolutely denied the imputation 
and cast it back in his face. The only reason that Pro- 
fessor McCall could trump up was the shabby one that 
the London Veterinary College had au advantage over 
the Glasgow Veterinary College. Did Professor McCall 
believe, however, that that was the only advantage the 
London Veterinary College had over the Glasgow Veteri- 
nary College and would he seriously propose that the 
Council should, if it had the power, deprive the London 
Veterinary College of every advantage it had over Pro- 
fessor McUuall’s institution. That would be levelling 
down with a vengeance. 

Mr. TriGcGEeR wished to know whether the Council had 
any power to carry out Professor McCall’s proposition. 

Prof. PENBERTHY said that he should propose that 
the Council had no power to deal with the matter. 

Mr. THATCHER (solicitor) said that the bye-law stated 
“ That all students who enter veterinary schools shall 
prior to their first professional examination undergo au 
examination in general educational knowledge in such 
subjects, subject to such regulations as the Council shall 


| from time to time determine.’’ His view was that the 


Council had the power to pass the resolution. 

Prof. McFapyean said that even if it were carried he 
was sure the Royal Veterinary College wouid dispute the 
legality of it on the ground that three months’ notice 
had not been given. 

Mr. Barrett said that he did not think the Council 
had any power to euforce the resolution except by an 
alteration of bye-law 52 which stated that students should, 
prior to their first professioual examination, produce one 
of the certificates specified in the schedule. The bye law 
did not state whether they should or should not be 
examined in any particular institution. 

Prof. Epaar thought that the time which had been 
occupied by such inter-collegiate pugilism was to be 
greatly regretted. There were two very cogent reasons 
why the resolution, if carried, would be a reflection on 
the Council. The first was a financial one, because if the 
examination was not held within the premises of the 
institutions granting the certificates, the Council were 
bound to provide a building for them. Then again it 
was also a gross reflection on the Royal Veterinary 
College and on the honour of the College of Preceptors ; It 
implied something in the atmosphere of the Royal Veter!

He said it would be 
recollected that a special meeting was summoned to con- 
sider whether in the case of students likely to present 
themselves for the first professional examination in De. | 
cember last, for the first time the Council should accept | 
from them certificates, although all the subjects had not | 
beer passed at one and the same time. What he under- | 
took to show was that the resolution which the Council | 
came to on that occasion was contrary to the Bye-laws, |

The President had stated, ae 
on the authority of Mr. Rutherford, at the special meet- 
ing, that the regulation of the General Medical Council 
to the effect that all the subjects must be passed at one . 
time, was practically a dead letter in the Medical School 
of Edinburgh University. That was a mis-statement of 
fact, and he (Prof. McFadyean) had evidence in support 
of what hesaid. He had before him the principal rega- 
lations of the Edinburgh University with reference to | 
the preliminary examination to which the candidate for 
its medical degree were subjected for the present session, 
and it specified the subjects of examination and stated, | 
“ The entire examination must be passed at one and the 
same time except in the case of students who, prior to 
the date at which these regulations came into operation, 
had passed a portion of the preliminary examination of 
the University, or of a preliminary examination recog- 
nised by the University.” On those grounds he (Prof 
McFadyean) submitted that the directions which were 
telegraphed to Mr. Rutherford, telling him to accept such 
certificates as before, were in violation of the bye-law. 
Prof. PENBERTHY seconded Professor McFadyean’s 
motion. 
Mr. Huntina said as far as he knew there had not 
been a single complaint about any certificate; and as 
far as he knew no secretary had complained that a 
student had tried to shove a bogus or wrong certificate 
on him. Only Professor McFadyean himself said that 
he was not sure that the Secretary had not accepted some 
certificate that was short of one of the subjects, and 
another certificate which was divided, or which, on the 
face of it, had been obtained after attending six or a 
dozen examinations. The whole thing was a matter of 
supposition on the part of Professor McFadyean. If the 
Council were wrong in doing what they did at the last 
meeting then they had better be put right. He, (Mr. 
Hunting) certainly thought that at the last meeting the 
Council did not violate the bye-laws. In fact, all that 
had happened from that time to this was that Professor 
McFadyean failed to agree with what the Council did at 








| the last meeting. 


Mr. Barrett said that he would show the Council 
that by the motion they adopted at the last meeting they 
were simply acting iu accordance with the Rules and 
Regulations of the General Medical Council, and he 
would also show, he thought, conclusively, that Professor 
McFadyean was entirely wrong in the construction which 
he had now placed upon them. He was going to show 
the Council that Professor McFadyean was entirely 
wrong and that the educational certificates required by 


the General Medical Council (mentioned in the schedule) 
| need not all be passed at one and the same time, but that 


the preliminary examinations of the Medical Council 
when those examinations were conducted by a board formed 
by the Council itself, were to be passed at one and the 


‘same time. A month ago the Council passed a certain 


resolution, and Professor McFadyean vow appealed to 
them as business men and as intelligent men to rescind 
the resolution which they then passed ; aud, worst of all, 


‘he had not produced one argument to prove why such a 
‘course should be adopted. The passing of that resolu- 


tion either was or was not a violation of bye-law 52. If 
it were, no act affected it, and if it were not, the Council 
need not argue the point further. No abstract resolu- 
tion can overide a bye-law. Professor McFadyean had 
produced certain correspondeuce, and on that correspon- 
dence had attempted to explain that all the subjects had 
to be passed at one and the same time. But to what did 
that correspondence refer? It referred to the examina- 
tions of the students by the Board of Examiners them- 
selves, for the special enrolment of men as medical 
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students; and he was bound to say he agreed with Pro- 
fessor McFadyean, and he did so at the earlier meeting, 
that at such examination all subjects must be passed at 
one and the same time. On the contrary, when the 
student came furnished with certain certificates which 
were comprised in the first schedule of bye law 52, an 
altogether different state of things prevailed. By bye- 
law 52 the mere possession of that certificate was suffi- 
cient for the General Medical Council, and they did not 
require all those subjects to be passed at one and the 
same time. Professor McFadyean had made a great deal 
of the fact that the secretaries had written him to say 
that the examination must be held at one and the same 
time, but he (Mr. Barrett) repeated emphatically that 
that applied to the special examination of the General 
Medical Council and not to the certificates comprised in 
Schedule I. The profession generally did not want the 
subject re-opened, and the c lleges, with the exception of 
Professor McFadyean’s, were perfectly satisfied. The 
students themselves felt that they had been dealt fairly 
with and that the educational standard of the examina 
tion had not been lowered by any directions which had 
been given to Mr. Rutherford. He submitted that the 
Council’s examination was now on a perfect equality 
with that of the medical profession. 

Prof. McCaut said that as the matter had been gone 


intended todo that, because he thought then, as he still 
thought, that a divided certificate was of equal value 
with one in which the student had passed all the sub- 
jects at the same time. Not one single argument had 
been adduced by Prof. McFadyean, or those who were 
with him, to attack that position. He, for one, was per- 
fectly satisfied as a member of the Council that a candi- 
date for their diploma had an equal standing, from an 
educational point of view, whether he passed his exam- 
ination for his educational certificate at one or at several 
times. 

Prof. PENBERTHY said he intended to support Prof. 
McFadyean’s resolution. It was inconceivable that any- 
body could really believe that a man who passed a given 
examination in six times, with a period of six months 
between, could be equal to a man who had passed all the 
subjects at one time. The question of taking divided 
certificates never entered the heads of the initiators, 
They did not refer to the General Medical Council in 
general. They referred to the enactment to come in 
after the Ist. January, 1892. They were specified, and 
Prof. McFadyeau had given them exactly the meaning 
which the Medical Council itself put in their own words,

Mr. Do tuar said the whole matter revolved round the 
fact of the interpretation to be placed on the certificates 
of the General Medical Couuacil as defiued in the bye- 
laws. The Council had been informed by one party that 
some certificates might be passed in sections, and al- 
though that statement had been put forward very 
strongly he had not yet seen or heard auy evidence to 
bear it out. On the other hand, the Council had had 
brought before them letters from the London and the 
Scotch portions of the General Medical Council, setting 
forth in the most decisive and unmistakable terms the 
fact that the General Medical Council would not accept 
a certificate which had been passed in two portions. On 
the last occasion he voted in the same way in which he 
intended to vote on that occasion, with the object of 
sustaining the character of the certificates, and of re- 
quiring from their own students the same standard that 
was demanded from medical students. 

Mr. Fraser thought all matters which came before the 
Council ought to be weighed on their own merits. He 
thought it ought to have no weight whatever what the 
Medical Council did. He gave his vote last time, as he

He said that resolution was rendered necessary 
by the fact that it was most unfair to gentlemen to be 
kept waiting for a considerable time before they were 
allowed to present themselves for the Fellowship exami- 
nation. It often happened that two or three candidates 
entered previous to the date that was set for an examina. 
tion, and unless they were called they would have, under 
this Bye-law, to wait for some considerable time. 

Mr. Huntina seconded the resolution, which was 
agreed to.

Mr. Hurford was of commanding presence, a firm ad- 
minisirator, a good organizer, and possessed a thorough 
knowledge of his profession. In spite of all these quali- 
ties, and the fact that he rose to be the head of the 
veterinary department in India, he was withal a dis- 
appointed man, and the latter years of his life were full 
of bitterness at the official treatment he had experienced. 
What the treatment was, has been very fully described 
by Kudyard Ripling in the “ old officer’s story.”’ 

During the last days of his life a “good service 
pension ” was bestowed ou the fine old soldier! ! If he 
was conscious of what had been done, how intense must 
his bitterness have been at the years of systematic and 
studied neglect from the State he had so well served. A 
good service pension was only bestowed on him when one 
was gouing begging, and he had the mortification of seeing 
officers receive decorations and good service pensions 
who had hardly commenced campaigning when he had 
finished. 

He has passed away, and his history does not afford 
much encouragement to others either to pursue their 
profession with zeal, or seek to serve their country in a 
professional capacity. Perhaps a new era has commenced, 
and if we cannot look back with gratitude we may look 
forward with hope.”

“| see no mention in your obituary of the decease of 
Mr. Richard J. G. Hurford, which occurred recently. 
This fine old warrior took his diploma 26th November, 
1833, and joined the Army 17th July, 1835. He served 
with the 16th Lancers during Lord Keane’s memorable 
campaign in Afghanistan, in 1838, when both men and 
horses suffered severely from want of food and water ; 
during this campaign he was at the seige and capture of 
Ghuzuee, for which he received the medal. 

In December. 1843, he was present at the battle of 
Maharajpore, for which he received the Bronze Star. 
With the 9th Lancers he next served in the Sutlej Cam- 
paign of 1846, and was present at the battle of Sobraon 
for which he received the medal. 

In 1848-49 he served in the Punjab Campaign, in- 
cluding the passage of the Chenah at Ramnuggur, and | 
the bloody battles of Chiilianwallah and Goojerat, for | 
which he received the medal and two clasps. 

In 1857 he served through the Indian Mutiny, and was | 
present at the seige and capture of Delhi, the actions of 
Bolundshur and Allighur, battle of Agra, and the Relief | 
of Lucknow and Cawupore, for which he received a medal 
with two clasps. 

Mr. Hurford took part in two seiges, seven battles, | 
some of them the most memorable in history, and three 
minor engagements. This is a record which in many
